SELECTIVE INFORMATION ON EXPENDITURES BY AGENCY, TYPE AND NEIGHBORHOOD, 
AND FUNDING SOURCE 


The attached tables present the best information presently avail- 
able on the infrastructure expenditures of the City's agencies during 
the period 1978-83. Most of this information was compiled from depart- 
mental reports and files whose geographic classification schemes have 
little correspondence with the City's present electoral districts. 
However, the tables have been revised to provide a general indication of 
the district or districts in which the various infrastructure invest- 
ments took place. It is important to note that the expenditure data 
contained in the tables include not only City of Boston capital funds 
but also intergovernmental grants, private contributions and expendi- 
tures from agency revenues. Table 7 shows the composition of each City 
agency's infrastructure expenditures by funding source, as well as a 
summary for all agencies. 


Information on past infrastructure investments in Boston by 
MassPort, MBTA, MDC, Boston Water and Sewer Commission, Mass. Department 
of Public Works and the private utilities is also being compiled and, 
where feasible, this information is being recorded by neighborhood. In 
addition, the three and five year plans of the City, State, 
semi-autonomous and private agencies responsible for Boston's 
infrastructure are being analyzed with respect to infrastructure needs, 
availability of funds and coordination of projects.
